to express himself us kindly as he 
knew how to do. He realized that bis 
Message was “meat in due season” for 
the Household of Faith—one most im- 
portant to be understood. He remind- 
ed his hearers that his responsibility is 
to speak the Word of God, and that be 
must not shun that responsibility. 

The Pastor explained that there was 
no Babylon in thé’ days of Jesus and 
His Apostles. The expressions in Rev- 


were prophetic of conditions which 
have since risen in the church. He 
traced the word Babylon back to the 
Tower of Babel, which, he declared, 
was a type of Papacy. It was a won- 
derful structure, but never accomplish- 
ed the designs of its founders. ‘The 
manifestation of God’s Power amongst 
the workmen in confounding their 
‘Speech corresponds well with the 
Protestant Reformation movement and 
the various denominations into which 
Christendom has been divided. 

Babylon Also a Type. 

It was then shown in detail that the 
literal city of Babylon was a prototype 
of Mystic Babylon, which is pictured 
in Revelation-as a spiritual empire, in- 
cluding the great kingdoms of earth— 
Christendom. Under another figure | 
Mystic Babylon is represented by. a! 
woman and her daughters.” Thus the | 
various Protestant systems of Christen- | 
dom are depicted. Though long sepa- | 
ruted from the Mothet Church of 
Rome, these are still her daughters, 
partakers of her character and traits. 

The Pastor reminded his audietice 
that the language of Revelation is ‘fig- 
urative, and does not. signify that el- 
ther Mother Church or her daughters 
are immoral. The thought is that the 
Chorch of Christ was primarily a vir- 
gin company, separated from the world 
—called to be joint-heirs with Christ in 
His Kingdom. To whatever extent 
; Systems arose amongst Jesus’ fullow- 
| ers and became affiliated with the king- 
asm of this world, to that extent, 
| Sceripturally, figuratively, they commit- 

ted harlotry; for they were espoused to 

our Lord and were to wait for His Sec- 
| ond Coming, when they might become 
i His Bride, Associate, in His Kingdom. 
| It cannot be questioned that Papacy 
became affliated with the Roman Em- 
pire and sat down on the Roman 
throne; nor that the Chnreh of Eng- 
land as one of her daughters, became 
affiliated with the British government 
afid sits, representatively, in the House 
of Lords. It would not be questioned 
that the Greek Church experienced a 
similar betrothal and marriage to the 
Russian government. It is in this 
sense that the Church of Rome and her 
daughters—Protestant—are called by 
the family name of Babylon.

Mail liner China, which arrived here 
yesterday afternoon from the Ori- 
ent. 

According to Captain Hans 
Thompson of the (China, the arrests 
were not confined to those who held 


Germany and Austria. A mumber 
of German and Austrian tourists 
who were merely globe trotters were 
included ip the crowd of passengers 
that the British unceremoniously 
took off the American liner. 

Following the arrests, which were 
made while the Manchuria was in- 
side the British port of Hongkong, 
the prisoners were taken to Stone 
Cutter island and confined. Among 
them were several women and chil- 
dren. 

The China, too, was subjected to 
restrictions, according to the offi- 
cers. Upon her arrival at Hong- 
kong the liner was boarded by the 
British officials, who ordered that 
her wireless aerials be taken down 
and the apparatus sealed. During 


her stay in the port the China ate 
e—_- 


under the espionage of a_ British 
torpedo. boat. Martial law prevail- 
ed at Hongkong, and no vessel was 
fpermitted to enter or iéave the 
harbor after darkness set in.

An important statement in the 
census report is that there are 
6795 homes in the county. Oc 
this number 1421 are farm 
homes, The farm homes owned 
by their occupants free of mart- 
gaged incumbrances are G8i. The 
mortgaged homes number 227. 
Renters occupy 504 of the farm 
homes, 

Out of the total of 6795 homes 
in the county 5374 are urban 
homes and there are 2474 urban 
home owners in the county. Of 
this number 788 are mortgaged 
and 1638 are free of incumpbranv 
es. There are 2733 rented ur- 
ban homes in the county. 

On a small percentage of both 
rural and urban homes the cen- 
sus enumerators were unable to 
secure data pertaining to their 
ownership.

| argument between Lillian’s brother,

man, about the European war. To 
emphasibe one of his points, Schram 
punctuated his remarks by punctur- 
ing an eye of his opponent. Lillian 
threw herself at her brother’s ene- 
my, scratching and biting, and at 
the same time shouting ‘‘murder.’’ 

Surprised by the re-inforcements 
Schram turned to administer punish- 
ment to the Joan of Arc exponent. 
The German’s tactics aroused the 
anger of William Lee, a Portugese 
and a cripple.
